N. Ilurty, state health commission­ 
er, traced the relationship between 
delinquency and disease and show­ 
ed how curtailment of disease would 
solve the high tax problems. 
Dr. 
Hurty frequently illustrated 
facts 
he presented with stories from life. 


Before the address, a short musi­ 
cal program was carried 
out 
and 
new officers were elected. 
The op­ 
ening number was a piano solo by 


M i s s Marian Scholl. 
The invocation 
was pronounced by the Rev. S. G. 
Huntington and 
Forest 
Jones, 
a 
contestant in the preliminary to se­ 
lect a representative for the orator­ 
ical here May 8, 
gave his 
oration, 
“The American Infamy,’’ which was 
heartily applauded. 
Leroy Keller of 
Conners Fill® sang a 
solo, “Ah, 
so 
Pure,” aqd was compelled to render 
an encore. 


The report of the nominating com­ 
mit tee which had 
previously 
been 
appointed was accepted unanimous­ 
ly and the following 
officers 
were 
thus 
elected : John 
A 
Titsworth, 
president; 
Mrs. F. G. Haekleman, 
vice-president; 
H. B. Wilson, secre­ 
tary, and Mi-'S 
Genevieve 
Brown, 
treasurer.

Dr. C. II. Parsons introduced Dr. 
Hurty, commenting, in the beginning, 
on the exceedingly profitable meet­ 
ings which had been held during the 
year. 
He said that for the closing 
one the state’s 
most 
distinguished 
citizen had been invited. 
Dr. P a r­ 
sons declared that if there were per­ 
sons who did not know him person­ 
ally, they know him by 
reputation, 
which is nation-wide. 
He comment­ 
ed on the fact 
that 
Dr. 
Hurty’s 
worth had been proved by his con­ 
tinuance in office for nineteen years 
through successive state administra­ 
tions of different parties, 
He said 
the subject was timely because tax­ 
payers were showing 
symptoms of 
sickness because of increase in tax­ 
es. 


Dr. Hurty recalled that the high 
school orator, in his 
oration, 
had 
mentioned that 1,000 were lynched in 
ihe United States, and said that it 
was a national disgrace, but at the 
same time, he said, 
he 
thought of 
other disgraces. 
He commented on 
the fact that delinquency, crime, in­ 
sanity and feeble mindedness is in­ 
creasing. 
He asked why this record 
should stand in this age of 
schools 
and churches. 
Dr. Hurty declared 
he remembered the time when it was 
said forced education would cure all 
these evils, but it hasn’t come yet. 


“I will tell ray young friend,” he 
continued, «that the reason we lynch 
is because we are sick. 
Men break 
laws when they are sick. 
Eighty per 
cent of the crimes come out of sick­ 
ness. 
We will never effect a 
cure 
through the race, but it must be done 
through the individual. 
Prevention 
is the only way to work through the 
people as a whole. 
If they would 


but practice what they believe, that 
an ounce of prevention is worth a

The main allega­ 
tion of the complaint was cruel and 
inhuman treatment and several wit­ 


n e s s e s were introduced by Ebbing to 
bow that his wife abused him. 


Mrs. Ebbing is his second wife and 
was his housekeeper following tHe 
death of Iris first wife, according to 
the testimony. 
Ebbing, in testifying 
for himself, stated that he was in 
the habit of becoming 
intoxicated 
md that every time he went home 
drunk he usually brought along from 
one to four quarts of whiskey. 
He 
tated that Mrs. Ebbing always took 
the whiskey away from him and then 
he was sobering up and craving a 
drink, she would sell him liquor. He 
told the court that he had paid his 
wife as liiirli 
as $15 
for a 
single 
o 
drink of whiskey. 
At other times 
le stated the amounts varied from 
$5 a drink up to $15. 


Ebbing told the court that 
his 
wife cursed him and <>n one occasion 
called him a drunken hog and com­ 
pelled him to sleep 
in the kitchen 
without any bed clothing. 
Ebbing 
tated that his wife robbed him of 
»is money every time he went home 
intoxicated. 
At one time, according 
to Ebbing, she obtained $175 from 
his pockets. 
He also accused his 
wife of taking farm produce 
and 
giving it to her daughter living in 
Sheibyvilie. 
He also 
stated 
that 
she took some of the clothing of his 
first wife and gave it to her daugh- 
ter.„ During most of his 
testimony 
Mrs. Ebbing laughed. 
Ebbing stated that she threatened 
us life and that on one 
occasion 
they had a fight and that he hit her 
between the eyes. 
His brother, Ben 
Cbbing, 
separated 
them. 
Ebbing 
told the court that she threatened to 
send him to the insane asylum and 
that she carried out this threat by 
filing the affidavit against him in this 
city. 
His two daughters, Anna and Liz­ 
zie, testified.

threats about sending him to

asylum.

Before Roosevelt 
documents painting 
boss in league with 
i\nd a personal beneficiary of 
the 
graft of the “printing ring” in Al­ 
bany were introduced by the Roose­ 
velt side. 
These were offered to mi­ 
tigate damages claimed by Barnes 
md not received as justification ev­ 
idence in proof of the alleged libel.

were women. As usual Roosevelt a r­ 
rived early. 
It was announced that 
joeb would testify when the Colo­ 
nel s examination was concluded.

her story She was a farmer's wife. 
Her husband was paying for a farm 
when he was stricken with typhoid 
fever and died. She did 
not 
feel 


competent to manage the farm and 
sold it. 
Finding no work in Tipton, 


lier county seat town, she went 
to 


Indianapolis. 
She applied for work 


in various capacities, but was al- 
ways refused becuse she had a lit- 
tle girl. 
Finally she had to wash 


dishes in a pstaur.int and fell ill. 


"You see how disease is at 
the 


bottom of it all." he added. "What is 
typhoid fever"? 
It is a sin. Any cit\ 


that allows it is sinful. 
To let out 


thousand die from the disease am: 
to have 3,000 or 4,00 cases of it 
in Indiana every year when it can 
be prevented, is a disgrace." 


He 
recalled 
that 
it 
requires 


$1.500,000 a year to support the in- 
sane hospitals of the state and in- 
sanity is due to sickness that couli 
be prevented. He commented on tin 
expense of caring for criminals.

MEN ASKED TO WAIVE RIGHTS 


Asertcd Arbitration Board Stands 


Idly by While Company is Try- 


ing to Kill Union.

Indianapolis, Ind., April '22.—The 


Central Labor Union of Indianapo- 
lis, representing all brandies of un- 
ion labor, took up the cause of the 
street car men today, and in a for- 
mal protest declared that the Indi- 
anapolis 
Traction and Terminal 


Company is violating the terms of 
its arbitration agreement 
through 


which 
the 
street car strike 
was 


brought to a settlement. The pro- 
test is filed by Frank K. Miller, pres- 
ident, and L. A. 15arth, secretary, of 
tlie executive board of the Central 
Laho,r Union. 


Here are the charges contained in 


the protest: 


That the company is requesting 


men to waive their rights to Sunday 
lay-offs. 


That* tlie 
company threatens to 


discharge men who do not sign the 
"individual contract.7' The "individ- 
ual contract" surrenders the right to 
concerted action. 


The union men protest against tlie 


"inactivity of tlie public service ar- 
bitration board" and declare that the 
company "is deliberately trying to 
kill the union while the arbitration 
board 
stands 
idle." The 
protest 


states that t!ie Indianapolis papers 
will not publish the facts. 


Representatives of ilie union men 


said they expected a hearing in Fed- 
eral Court tomorrow or Saturday oil 
a petition for an injunction forcing 
the traction company to abide by the 
arbitration 
agreement. The union 


is enjoined by 
Judge Anderson's 


court from going on strike.
